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En-masse hoot protests resound around Portugal

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A series of en-masse hooting 
demonstrations, organised by drivers to 
protest against the rising prices in fuei and 
which took piace on Tuesday afternoon in 
various cities around the country, 
reverberated the ioudest in Lisbon, 
Coimbra and Oporto, some of Portugai’s 
biggest cities, though faiied to make much 
noise eisewhere. 


At around 1 8h00 in Lisbon the 
entire city vibrated to the sound 
of drivers hooting in harmony, 
more intensely along the Fontes 
Pereira de Melo avenue, where 
the protest was originally set to 
take place, between Marques de 
Pombal and Saldanha, as well as 
in Alcantara, Campo Grande and 
the Park of Nations. 

Not a minute’s silence was 
granted in Oporto either, where 
in some places the hooting lasted 
for almost half an hour and where 


the demonstration had duel ef- 
fect; to protest against the rising 
fuel prices and to show drivers’ 
opposition to the introduction of 
tolls on SCUT (roads without 
costs for users) roads. 

In Coimbra the mass hoot was 
described as deafening and in the 
main downtown areas lasted for 
more than an hour, having started 
at 17h00 and only really show- 
ing signs of easing up at 1 8h30. 

Participants in the “buzinao” 
were mainly drivers of passenger 
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vehicles, though a handful of 
trucks could also be seen in the 
midst of the noise. 

In the coastal Alentejo region 
only a few dozen drivers adhered 
to the demonstration, in Santiago 
do Cacem this translated as 
“around 20 cars that hooted for 
around 25 minutes”. 

In Olhao, the Algarve, only 1 5 
vehicles responded to the re- 
quests to join in the demonstra- 
tion, though many others were 
picked up and j oined in along the 
way. 

Still in the Algarve protests 
took place in Vila Real de Santo 
Antonio, Faro, Louie, Albufeira, 
Portimao and Lagos. 


Even in Funchal (Madeira) 
more than a dozen drivers got 
together to carry out the demon- 
stration off mainland Portugal 
and where it also served to draw 
attention to problems such as 
the high cost of air travel be- 
tween the mainland and its is- 
lands. 

Main organizers MUSP - the 
Movement for Users of Public 
Services - along with other com- 
mittees, syndicates and socio- 
professional organizations ini- 
tially predicted the hooting dem- 
onstrations would take place in 
more than 70 different localities 
around the country, between 
17h45andl8h00. 


Caught drink 
driving at sixteen 


A young teenager was caught 
drink driving last week in 
Tondela after he spun off due to 
speeding.

The teenager was heard in 
T ondela Court and, at the time of 
going to press, was waiting for a 
decision. 
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CCTV at MOT centres 


to stop corruption 

President of the IMTT (Portuguese DVLA - 
Driving and Vehicle Licensing Agency) has 
admitted that there is still an element of 
corruption at MOT centres in the country and is 
planning to install CCTV cameras in a bid to 
clamp down on any future wrong-doing. 


Surveillance cameras 
would exist to register in- 
spected vehicles and the in- 
spections themselves, be- 
cause there is no chance of 
checking 150 inspection cen- 
tres one by one, explained 
IMTT President Crisostomo 
Teixeira. 

“There are vehicles that are 
registered to have done in- 
spection, but have not, or 


haven’t done the full inspec- 
tion” said Crisostomo 
Teixeira. 

IMTT are also thinking of 
selling reflective jackets so 
cars won’t fail for not having 
the correct equipment. Mo- 
torcycle laws are also going to 
change, they will have to go 
through inspections in the 
same intervals as cars, as of 
the second half of 2009. 


Police anger at having to 
pay for uniforms 


With no uniforms available in 
stock and little will to buy their 
own, some of Oporto’s cy- 
cling-police-in-training run the 
risk of not being enlisted to pa- 
trol the beaches this summer, 
missing out on a season’ s work 
as well as putting their training 
to good use. 

Officers describe it as an ‘un- 
fair’ situation; those who opt 
to buy their own uniform are 
eligible for patrols, those who 
refuse to pay from their own 
pockets are left with nothing to 
apply their training to. Some 
officers have even gone as far as 
to describe the situation as 
“lamentable”, claiming the se- 
lection of who is to patrol the 
beaches on bicycles has “noth- 
ing to do with the training but 
with who bought their own 
shirts or not”. 

Many PSP officers begrudge 
having to pay for their own 
equipment, whilst the Oporto 
PSP Metropolitan Command 
does not have the budget to sup- 
ply it. 

Tensions over the matter 
started to rise at the beginning 
of the bike-patrol course, on the 
second of this month, when the 
14 officers enrolled on the 


course were informed there 
were no uniforms for any of 
them. Only the bicycles, which 
were bought in 2002 and in the 
officers’ words are “obsolete”, 
would be provided. 

A petition was signed by ten 
out of the fourteen officers to 
show their willing to purchase 
the uniforms, shorts, polo 
shirts, boots and socks, of their 
own accord. 

On the eve before the course 
ended they were informed that 
in fact the command could sup- 
ply most of the equipment, 
with the exception of polo 
shirts, and that any of the of- 
ficers enrolled on the course and 
that wanted to do beach bike 
patrols would have to pay for 
the shirt themselves. 

Chief Officer Pedro Teles of 
the Oporto PSP Command has 
denied the situation, calming 
there was “a problem with the 
supplier” and that “by the end 
of the month the polo shirts will 
be available”. 

He further added that money 
would not be returned to those 
who had already purchased their 
own equipment, and that the bi- 
cycles criticized by the officers 
were “perfectly functional”.

restaurant. Instead, they insist the “real 
issue” that needs to be looked into is the 
kidnapping of their daughter. 


Paedophiles free to adopt 


A legal loophole in the legisla- 
tion is allowing child sex offend- 
ers to adopt children once they 
have served out their sentences. 
While there is currently a grow- 
ing lobby in Parliament to have 
the law re-written, it faces an 
uphill battle to be passed as leg- 
islation, as experts claim any 
move to have the sexual offend- 
ers of children named and shamed 
would be unconstitutional and 
infringe upon a convicted paedo- 
phile’ s human rights. 

The CDS-PP party is looking 
to force the maj ority Socialist-ml- 
ing Government to push through 
legislation that will impede pae- 
dophiles from adopting children. 

The party handed in their law 
decree in Parliament this week, 
hoping that bringing this loop- 
hole further to the fore would 
sufficiently embarrass the Gov- 
ernment into forcing their pro- 
posal through. 

The law reform, if passed, 
would stop the existing practice 
of criminal records of child sex 
offenders being erased. 

Current legislation, relatively 
recent in that it dates back to 
1998, stipulates that criminal 
records are wiped clean after be- 
tween five and ten years on com- 
pletion of the sentence. 

The CDS-PP decree further 
calls on the Public Prosecutor’s 
Office to have full access to crimi- 
nal records of parents previously 
prohibited from having custody 
of their children for sexually mo- 
lesting them. 

But current laws allow par- 
ents such as these to be free to 
adopt a child. 

A party spokesperson 
stressed that while it believes in 
“reintegration of criminals into 
society with a clean slate once 
they have served their time, the 
rights and protection of children 
should prevail when these two 
values are in conflict.” 

However, it emerged this week 
that the Justice Ministry had re- 
cently called on the Attorney- 
General’s Office to compile a 
law decree prohibiting paedo- 
philes from adopting. 


The CDS-PP has meanwhile 
also called for the creation of aNa- 
tional Alert and Protection Sys- 
tem of Missing Children and one 
for the launch of a national cam- 
paign warning children and par- 
ents over the perils of the 
Internet. 

But legal experts remain ada- 
mant that any law looking to keep 
paedophiles on a permanent da- 


tabase in order to prevent them 
from adopting children would be 
in contravention of the Portu- 
guese Constitution - unless 
sweeping changes are brought 
about. 

Former cabinet minister and 
PJ police chief Fernando Negrao 
explained that the foundation of 
the nation’s Constitution is 
based on equality, and it would 


be incorrect to redefine certain 
criminals, while maintaining 
anonymous the likes of murder- 
ers or rapists. 

Former Law Society President 
and the lawyer representing Kate 
and Gerry McCann, Rogerio 
Alves, has called for a compro- 
mise, whereby it would be im- 
possible that the identity of child 
sex offenders is made public, but 
that the state is allowed to keep a 
permanent record of paedo- 
philes to stop them from being 
able to adopt. 
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Participating in an EU parlia- 
mentary press conference to pro- 
mote a petition launched two 
months ago in Brussels, cam- 
paigning for an EU-wide missing 
child alert system, Kate and 
Gerry McCann said they were 
“tired” of being asked about why 
they left their daughter alone and 
that “people should focus on the 
crime committed”. 

“We didn’t abandon nor did 
we neglect Madeleine. Someone 
came into the apartment and took 
a child. That is the question. 
Keeping going over the same is- 
sue is really very annoying”, 
Gerry McCann declared. 

His wife, Kate, also said “the 
real question is that a child was 
kidnapped and there is a criminal 
on the loose”. 

“We must concentrate on the 
real matter. It does not help to 
keep bringing up the same old 
subject. Nothing has changed 
over the past 14 months and I 
don’t understand why we have 
to keep talking about it”, she said. 

Meanwhile, the McCanns 
have said they are “confident” of 
gaining the support they need for 
an EU-wide alert system for ab- 


ducted children to be created. 

The couple have been lobby- 
ing MEPs to enlist a necessary 
393 of them to back the plan by 
July 24th for it to be published. 

But they are still 167 short, 
and say some are “surprisingly” 
unaware of their proposal. 

“Whilst we remain confident. . . 
we have also learnt that we still 
have much to do to increase 
awareness”, said Kate. 

Kate and Gerry McCann be- 
lieve that a European version of 
the US Amber Alert system 
would have helped the search for 
their daughter in the crucial hours 
after her disappearance. 

Meanwhile, Portuguese au- 
thorities have said the family will 
soon be allowed access to the 
police files in the case. 

Eernando Jose Pinto 
Monteiro, Portugal’ s Attorney- 
General, told a Portuguese news- 
paper the period of official se- 
crecy in the case would end next 
month, though due to judicial 
holidays, this deadline could be 
prolonged until late August, 
when the McCanns will discover 
the case Portuguese police have 
against them.

Conducted at the pictur- 
esque botanical gardens of 
the Monte do Casal bou- 
tique hotel, in Estoi, near 
Faro airport, the secret cer- 
emony of Nicky Butt and 
Shelley Barlow was a small 
gathering, which included 
only around 30 hand-picked 
guests. 

A harp player soothed the 
guests with relaxing music 
in the botanical gardens be- 
fore the union of Nicholas 
(33) and Shelley (32) was 
blessed at the purpose built 
marquee. 

The secret ceremony fol- 
lows the couple’s secret wed- 
ding in London last week. 


The wedding took place 
just as Wayne Rooney was 
busy spending £5 million on 
his marriage to Coleen. The 
Butts apparently spent 
£100,000 on their wedding 
bash in the Algarve. 

At least the Butts man- 
aged to have Roy Keane, Phil 
Neville and Andy Cole over 
for the blessing. On the other 
hand. The Rooneys Wes 
Brown, Alan Stubbs and 
John O’Shea.attended the 
Rooney’s wedding. 

Nicky and Shelley report- 
edly bought their cake for

Gov’t takes 32 beaches off approved list 



The official approved list of 
bathing areas deemed good for 
swimming were published ear- 
lier this week, a total of 324 
beaches, 32 fewer than last year. 

This reduction is related to 
the higher current standards in 


bathing safety, with the crite- 
ria for inclusion in the list being 
surveillance and water quality 
- the first being much more rig- 
orous this year. 

The problem appears to be 
that bathers ignore warning 


signs on beaches, even when the 
water quality is bad, so the 
Government has decided to ex- 
clude beaches without proper 
surveillance. 

Compared to 2007, this year 
nine beaches from the North, 


eight from the Centre and fif- 
teen in the Algarve were ex- 
cluded from the list. Despite 
the reduction of beach bathing 
areas, riverside beaches rose to 
54 this year, 13 more than in 
2007.

A man was transferred 
to Sao Jose Hospital in 
Lisbon on Tuesday after 
he suffered severe burns 
when attempting to rob 
copper wires from an elec- 
trical sub station in Faro. 

The man came into F aro 
Hospital’s Emergency 
Room, at around 12h00 on 
Tuesday, with burns over 
40 percent of his body and 
had to be transferred to 
Lisbon due to the severity 
of the burns. 

A source at PSP Faro 
said the individual broke 
into Social Security’s old 
building to steal copper. 

All evidence indicates 
that, as there was not much 
copper left in the building, 
he jumped to a high-volt- 
age transforming station 
and got a violent electric 
discharge. 

The police were alerted 
when the neighbours 
heard loud screams after 
the individual got electro- 
cuted. 

It is thought he acted 
alone. 
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Experts call for 
childmobile 
phone ban 

A warning compiled by a group of 20 
international health specialists was 
published in the French press this week 
regarding the effects of using mobile 
phones, advising action must be taken to 
reduce negative consequences and 
recommending that children in particular 
should be banned form using mobile 
phones, except in the case of an 
emergency. 

Portugal’s national health 
board (DGS) has responded by 
saying, as yet, there is no need 
to alter the current law as there 
is no proof to justify such ac- 
tion, though it will renew rec- 
ommendations that the use of 
mobile phones by minors is re- 
stricted. 

Coordinated by Pittsburg Uni- 
versity Professor of psychiatry 
David Servan-Schreiber, the au- 
thors of the alert agree that there 
is no concrete evidence that mo- 
bile phones are detrimental to 
health, though argue there are 
risks that warrant preventative 
measures. 

According to Thierry Bouillet, 
a cancer specialist at the 
Avicenne de Bobigny Hospital, 

France, “We are in the same situ- 
ation now as what we were 50 
years ago with asbestos or to- 
bacco. We can either do nothing 
and accept there are risks or we 
can admit there is a series of sci- 
entifically worrying arguments”. 

Jose Robalo, sub-director of 


the DGS, explained that to alter 
current laws regarding the use of 
mobile phones there must be facts 
to base changes on, and that, 
whilst “there are studies that in- 
dicate a slight rise in the number 
of tumors” in mobile phone us- 
ers, “it has not been possible, on 
an experimental level, to figure 
out what mechanism activated 
that rise. 

“There are suspicions but no 
confirmations”, he concluded. 

There are, however, a number 
of recommendations in place by 
the DGS to “avoid the frequent 
use of mobile phones by chil- 
dren”. 

Other concerns relate heat 
emitted from mobile phones and 
its consequences. 

“In children there is a dimin- 
ishing in the thickness of skull 
bone, which in many cases is not 
completely structured. Mobile 
phones heat up and that heat can 
be transmitted to within the skull, 
heating it by one to two degrees”, 
he said. 



Big City lamb 
of poor quality 
andhygiene 


According to a study carried 
out by consumer rights watch- 
dog DECO, lamb meat on sale in 
Greater Lisbon and Oporto 
showed signs of poor hygiene and 
conservation. In total, 53 percent 
of all samples tested failed a vet- 
erinary inspection. 

This worrying finding has led 
DECO to call upon AS AE health 
and safety officials to intervene. 

Deco’ s Pro Teste technicians 
purchased 17 samples of leg of 
lamb from outlets around greater 
Lisbon and Oporto, 1 1 of which 
were bought from butchers, the 
remaining samples being pre- 
packed cuts from supermarkets. 

More shortcomings were 
found in the pre-packed samples 
than those bought from butchers . 

Nine of the 17 samples were 
flunked by a vet who carried out 
inspections on the meat, mainly 
for poor conservation and lack of 
hygiene. 

One sample, purchased in the 


Talho Torre butchery, Oporto, 
was in fact disqualified from the 
study due to its so-called “state 
of putrefaction”. 

According to technicians, “it 
had a greenish color, smelt bad 
and was of weak consistency”. 

A pre-packed leg of lamb 
bought from the Eeira Nova su- 
permarket as well as a cut from 
an Intermarche meat counter both 
reportedly “contained high per- 
centages of enterobacteriaceae ”, 
bacteria, or simpler terms, a lack 
ofhygiene. 

“The negligence detected is 
inadmissible, even though when 
cooked in high temperatures 
these microorganisms are elimi- 
nated”, said DECO, who de- 
nounced the situation to AS AE. 

Only three of the legs showed 
good hygiene conditions, bought 
in El Corte Ingles, Lisbon, the 
Gonsalves Bateria e Costa butch- 
ers, Oporto, and Carnes Sa da 
Bandeira, Vila Nova de Gaia. 
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Second baby snatched 
fromhospital 

A newborn baby who was snatched this weekend from the Padre Americo 
Hospital, in Penafiel, was found just hours later in the municipality of 
Cernande, Felguerias, Oporto, in the suspected kidnapper’s home. 
Authorities suspect the baby was taken by a hospital ex-employee. 
Despite security improvements, it is the second occasion this Penafiel 
hospital has had a baby abducted in the space of just two years. 




At around 14h35 on Sunday 
afternoon the 48-hour-old infant 
was taken from its mother by a 
woman dressed as a nurse, who 
elaimed it needed to be weighed 
and have analysis done. 

Unsuspecting, the new mother 
handed her baby over, the alarm 
being raised nearly an hour later 
when the infant’s crib was still 
empty. 

Within “ten to fifteen min- 
utes”, according to the establish- 
ment’ s press officer, GNR police 
had secured the hospital, verify- 
ing each person’ s identity as they 
entered or left, checking every car 
that left the car park. 

A team of PJ police officers 
fine-combed through all CCTV 
images taped that afternoon, by 
a system comprising 16 cameras. 

From what has been reported, 
it was the CCTV footage that was 
decisive in locating the baby’s 
whereabouts. After hours of si- 
lence, investigators asked the 
hospital to keep tight-lipped 


about what they had uncovered, 
as releasing information could 
have damaged the operation. 

Shortly after 2 1 hOO that night 
news broke that police had found 
the baby and less than half an hour 
later it was returned to its moth- 
er ’ s bedside with a police escort. 

PJ police found the infant in 
the suspect’s home, in 
Felgueiras. 

From information released, 
the suspect, a woman aged be- 
tween 20 and 30, worked or 
once worked in the hospital, and 
to eliminate any margin of er- 
ror, the child has been the sub- 
ject of DNA testing. 

It is the second newborn kid- 
napped from the Penafiel Hos- 
pital in as many years. 

Back in 2006, brief CCTV 
footage of a woman with a large 
carry bag was the only evidence 
police had over the identity of 
a woman who had abducted a 
newborn baby. 

The chief suspect, who con- 


fessed to the crime when she 
was detained on Monday, says 
she stole the baby in an attempt 
to save a rocky relationship. 

The infant was missing for 1 3 
months before it was returned 
to her mother. 

Following the first kidnap- 
ping incident, the hospital in- 
troduced electronic tagging of 
newborn babies and child pa- 
tients, a feature that can only be 
found at a quarter of Portuguese 
hospitals, the majority of which 
only installed this system fol- 
lowing this high profile kidnap- 
ping. 

CCTV is found at about two- 
thirds of the country’s mater- 
nity wards. 

In the meantime, latest in- 
vestigation news has revealed 
that on the Friday before the in- 
cident occurred, local CNR of- 
ficers reinforced the policing in 
the hospital following “ru- 
mours that a kidnapping was 
going to take place”.

Entertainment venues iike discotheques 
and dance haiis, with a capacity equai to or 
more than 101 customers have been given 
two months in which to fit weapon 
detectors, in order to compiy with new iaws 
introduced this week. 


The installation of the detec- 
tors for weapons is a compulsory 
requirement included in a new 
law, published this week in the 
Government Gazette, for private 
security systems in catering, 
drinking or entertainment ven- 
ues. 

It states that “venues of cater- 
ing of drinking that comprise 
separate rooms for dancing or 
where dancing is a regular occur- 
rence must install private secu- 
rity systems adequate to their 
capacity”. 

Therefore, venues with a capac- 
ity for up to 100 people must be 
fitted with an alarm system that 
is connected to a public central, 
whilst establishment with capac- 
ity for between 101 and 1,000 
people need a private security 
guard on the door, a guard for 
every 250 seats, permanent 
video control on entrances and 
exits, and “technical equipment 
for detecting guns, objects de- 
vices or substances being carried 
on a person that are legally pro- 


hibited or compromise personal 
or material well-being”. 

They must be placed in a vis- 
ible area, as a warning to forbid 
entrance to those who refuse to 
pass through the detector. 

Video and any other tapes of 
both film and sound must be kept 
30 days and immediately de- 
stroyed after the deadline ex- 
pires. 

Also under the new regime, 
local civil governors have the au- 
thority to provisionally close 
down any establishment until the 
necessary legal requirements 
have been met. 

Fines of between €600 and 
€3000 are applicable to any es- 
tablishment not complying by 
the new laws with concerning 
private security systems, this 
amount being doubled should the 
establishment be collectively 
owned. 

Venues with a capacity for 
between 101 and 199 patrons 
have 60 days in which to install 
the systems.

Water disconnected over unpaid 


€1 bill 



The owner of a holiday home in Furnas (Azores) has accused 
the Povoagao City Hall of cutting off his water following an 
alleged outstanding debt of €1 .19 bill dating from August 
2005, which the home owner denies any knowledge of. All 
previous and subsequent bills have been paid. 


Upon visiting his summer 
home in Furnas, Azores, near 
Povoagao, businessman Silverio 
Sousa arrived to find his water 
counter had beenremoved and his 
water cut off. 

After making an official com- 
plaint with the local police, pre- 
suming the counter had been sto- 
len, the result of vandalism, he 
later found out that his water had 
in fact been cut off due to the al- 
leged three year old debt of € 1 . 1 9. 

Upon contacting the local City 


Pick-up trucks carried out 
their services, directly charging 
the owners of broken-down ve- 
hicles, and issuing receipts for 
owners to give to their insurers. 

Tow trucks are asking that the 
additional distance per kilometre 
fee, which is charged on top of the 
overall service fee, be raised from 
33 to 36 cents, to 48 cents per 
kilometre.

CCTV approved 
for Praia da Rocha 


The Home Affairs Ministry 
this week authorised the instal- 
lation of CCTV security sys- 
tems in car parks in Praia da 
Rocha, Portimao (Algarve) as 
part of a complete plan for video 
surveillance in and around that 
area. 

Compiled and put forward by 
Portimao City Hall, the plan was 
approved by the deputy state 
secretary and the Home Affairs 
office on the same day it got fa- 
vourable input from the National 
Committee for Data Protection. 

According to a press release 
from the Ministry of Home Af- 
fairs (MAI), “the plan was ap- 
proved under the conditions as 
proposed by Portimao City Hall 


and by the National Police and 
Public Safety Board”. 

It has been given the green light 
to be carried out with immediate 
effect, in all authorised compo- 
nents, with the validity of one 
year from the time of the plan’ s 
activation. 

The authorised system must

that were properly identified in 
the submitted project”, and must 
“only permit visual and image 
recordings”. 

MAI further specified that 
“the cameras must be facing in- 
wards and focus solely on the 
areas of parking as capturing im- 
ages and sounds from private 
properties is not permitted”. 
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Controversial move for methadone distribution centre

likely relocation of 
the CAT (Centro de 
“^Apoio a 

Toxicodependentes) methadone 
distribution and drug support 
centre in Portimao. Should the 
relocation occur, the move will see 
the centre and its many users, 
mostly hard drug addicts on 
replacement programmes, 
transferred from behind the main 
church in the city centre to the 
predominantly family-and- 
tourist orientated riverfront. 

Overshadowed by the main 
church, hidden on a backstreet in 
one of Portimao’ s most histori- 
cal areas, the CAT drug addiction 
support centre’ s location has for 
a number of years entailed nega- 
tive connotations. 

In August 2001 a doctor work- 
ing at the centre in general prac- 
tice was stabbed in the neck by 
an addict on a methadone replace- 
ment programme. 

CAT’s relocating to new 
premises became urgent after lo- 
cal residents and business own- 
ers signed a petition, made known 
to the city hall, requesting it be 
moved when the centre’ s current 
location converted into a notori- 
ous and largely-avoided part of 
town, damaging business profits 
and property values. Businesses 
have gradually closed and prop-

erties been vacated, increasingly 
so over the past two years. 

According to the former 
owner of a business once located 
in that part of the city, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, 
the petition was instigated as 
“tourists and other people were 
afraid to go to that area.” 

“There were robberies, people 
were being mugged, shops looted, 
and addicts were hanging around, 
dealing on the street”. 

But news that CAT may be 


changing locations to Portimao’ s 
riverfront has been even less-en- 
thusiastically received, amidst 
fears that loitering addicts will 
drive away tourists and have 
more negative repercussions. 

A source from Portimao ’s 
City Hall, who did not confirm 
the move but did say relocation 
was on the cards and that the river 
front was a suggested location, 
told The Portugal News, “There 
are two or three aspects that need 
to be taken into account.

Portugal 


Irish low-cost clothing retailers Primark are to expand the 
brand to Portugai in 2009 it was reveaied eariier this week. 
The clothing giants iook set to shake up the current market, 
presentiy iead by Spanish giants Zara. 


Founded in 1969 by Irish- 
man Arthur Ryan and origi- 
nally named Penneys, 
Primark currently com- 
prises 177 shops in three 
countries, the UK, Spain and 
Ireland. 

With Portugal as its fourth 
international destination, 
the expansion proves there is 
still room on the market for 
budget clothing ranges to 
grow. 

As the UK’s second largest 
chain, following Marks & 
Spencer, Primark first 
tested Iberian waters in 
Spain in 2006, before now de- 


ciding to expand to Portugal 
next year. 

Owned by Associated Brit- 
ish Foods (ABF) since 1995, in 
2007 the brand showed busi- 
ness profits of 6.8 million 
pounds (8.5 billion euros). 

The arrival of Primark in 
Portugal is predicted to cause 
quite a stir amongst the 
present market leaders, 
which include Zara, C&M and 
low-cost store Modalfa. 

On average, Portuguese in- 
dividuals will spend an esti- 
mated €415 per year in these 
types of high-street fashion 
stores.

New rules for irnmigration 
and asylum 


Minimising the number of im- 
migrants staying illegally in the 
EU and ensuring that Europe has 
enough people of working age are 
the focus of a new European 
Commission plan setting out 
common principles for immigra- 
tion. 

Accompanying the proposal 
is a strategy to bring to an end to 
the uneven treatment of asylum- 
seekers across the European 


Union. The asylum measures aim 
to uphold and reinforce the Un- 
ion’ s humanitarian tradition so 
that asylum- seekers have access 
to the same level of protection 
wherever they are in the EU. 

The EU has absorbed between 
1 .5m and 2m immigrants a year 
since 2002. Most of the recent 
newcomers have settled in Spain, 
the United Kingdom, Germany,

with this influx, the working-age 
population in Europe is expected 
to decline by almost 50 million by 
2060, raising concern that with- 
out immigration, EU countries 
could face severe labour shortages. 

The strategy lays out 10 prin- 
ciples to serve as the basis for in- 
tegrating national policies, 
grouping them under the issues 
of prosperity, solidarity and se- 
curity. They include efforts to 
step up the fight against illegal 
immigration and match skills of 
immigrant workers with the 
needs of the EU’ s labour market. 

Other goals include enhancing 
security through visa policy, de- 
veloping effective return policies, 
integrating border management 
and working more closely with 
countries of origin and transit. 
The commission also recognised 
integration as key to successful 
immigration and called for zero 
tolerance of human trafficking. 

The policy only deals with 
people from non-EU countries. 
It would not restrict the move- 
ment of EU citizens. Individual 
EU countries would retain the 
right to decide how many immi- 
grants to admit. 

Reacting to this EC report, 
Portugal, speaking through 
Home Affairs Minister Rui 
Pereira, argued that its immigra- 
tion laws are much more relaxed 
than the minimums being pro- 
posed by Brussels, and would 
therefore be largely unaffected 
by any future changes to national 
legislation.

Spanish medical staff in Portugal stabilises 


Commisioner Reding made the 
statement in an interview given 
to The Financial Times in which 
she suggested that new phone 
charges could be on the cards. 

When asked whether she sup- 
ported the US-style charges, 
Reding said: “Why not? The 
whole market is developing so 
we should not stay on the rules 
that have been in place for 10 
years.” 

According to the EU, a move 
towards a US-style model could 
further cut overall charges by re- 
ducing the charges for dialhng out. 

Besides the US, mobile phone 
users in countries such as China 
and Singapore, also pay to re- 
ceive phone calls. 

This follows a move to cap the 
cost of roaming for cross-border 
calls in the European Union. 


Under an agreement struck 
between the EU and member 
states, rates for calls made from 
countries such as Portugal to 
other EU countries will be 
capped in the first year of appli- 
cation at 49 euro cents a minute 
before tax, while receiving calls 
from other member states will 
cost no more than 24 cents a 
minute. 

The ceiling for roaming serv- 
ices will come down even lower 
in the second year, falling to 46 
and 22 cents and then 43 and 19 
cents in the third year. 

The European Commission 
drew up plans to regulate roam- 
ing charges after it found evidence 
of huge variations between op- 
erators’ prices, with some roam- 
ing calls costing up to six times 
those of local mobile calls. 


At present there are around 
2,800 Spanish medical staff in 
Portugal, 1,800 doctors and 
1 ,000 nurses, figures that have 
practically stabilized since 2005 
when the largest influx of Span- 
ish medics into Portugal was 
noted.

(United States), “Eleftheros 
Typos” (Greece), “De Morgen” 
(Belguim), “el Economista” 
(Spain), “Excelsior” (Mexico) and 
“Aripaev” (Estonia) as the top ten 
designed papers in the world. 


“There are less coming in than 
going out but nothing extraordi- 
nary”, Gomez explained, con- 
tinuing “Obviously in a small 
health centre where there are ten 
or 12 Spanish doctors, when two 
or three leave it will make a big 
difference. But there are still 
Spanish medical professionals 
looking for employment in Por- 
tugal”. 


Eor example, in Viana do 
Castelo, since October 2007, 16 
Spanish medics left though were 
immediately replaced to the ex- 
act same amount with other 
Spanish professionals”. 

Gomez did admit that the 
“fleeing” of Portugal by Span- 
ish medical staff could accentu- 
ate in the near future if Portugal 
does not once again offer “sta- 


bility in labor and contracts”. 

This is being made more likely 
after Spain paid note to its grow- 
ing loss of medical professional, 
who were searching for better 
propositions in neighboring Por- 
tugal, and therefore decided to 
offer better conditions to health 
professionals that are also luring 
Spanish nationals back to their 
homeland.

The European Commission 
on Wednesday agreed in princi- 
ple on the contents of an emer- 
gency package of measures to 
tackle the immediate social and 
economic hardship triggered by 
the dramatic rise in the price of 
oil while also tackling the under- 
lying structural problems of the 
European fleet. 


The main measures will con- 
sist of temporary derogations to 
the rules of the European Eisher- 
ies Eund so as to support faster 
adaptation of the EU fleet to the 
present situation and provide 
temporary relief during the tran- 
sitional phase. 

Key measures will include 
Elect Adaptation Schemes to 


provide more, and more flexible, 
decommissioning aid for fleets 
that accept substantial restruc- 
turing, aid to encourage switch- 
ing to more energy-efficient and 
environmentally-friendly fish- 
ing methods, emergency aid for 
temporary cessation of activi- 
ties, and market measures to in- 
crease the value of fish. 


European Commissioner 
for Maritime Affairs andEish- 
eries Joe Borg will present the 
elements of this package at the 
Council of Eisheries Minis- 
ters in Luxembourg on 24 
June, and the Commission 
plans to adopt a formal pro- 
posal on this subject early in 
July. 


EU consumers 
looking for more 
info on cross- 
border shopping 



The European Consumer Centres Network 
(ECC-Net), this week published its Annual 
Report for 2007 reflecting a productive year, 
helping more than 55,000 consumers with 
information and advice on cross border 
shopping, both in person and online, 
ensuring that they are aware of their rights, 
and providing support in handling 
complaints. Consumers are reported to 
increasingly turn to the ECCs for help, with 
an increase of 5,000 contacts since 2006. 


In 2007, most complaints tack- 
led by ECCs concerned contract 
terms (25%), product and serv- 
ice (22.4%), and delivery (20%). 
The sectors mostly concerned 
were air transport and car rental, 
internet scams and fake lotteries, 
and non delivery of audiovisual 
products. More than half of com- 
plaints concerned on-line trans- 
actions (55%). 

The report highlights some of 
the joint sectoral projects, such 
as on air passenger rights . It gives 
details of the main events in 2007, 
(World Consumer Day in 
March, Co-operation days, semi- 
nars), as well as details of success 
stories for consumers with real- 
life examples which were re- 


solved with the help of the Net- 
work. It also includes summaries 
of activity per country. 

EU Consumer Protection 
Commissioner, Meglena Kuneva 
said: ‘Consumers should be em- 
powered to make informed 
choices about the goods and serv- 
ices they purchase. Their inter- 
ests should be promoted and de- 
fended, particularly in view of 
the increasing complexity of the 
markets in which they operate. 
The ECCs represent a key tool 
in providing consumers with in- 
formation and direct help with 
cross border problems’ .

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EU clears proposed takeover of 
Yves S aint Laurent by U Oreal 

The European Commission has approved under the EU Merger Regulation the proposed 
acquisition of Yves Saint Laurent Beaute by L’Oreal, both of France and both active in the 
development, production and sale of cosmetics. 


The Commission concluded 
that the transaction would not sig- 
nificantly impede effective com- 
petition within the European 
Economic Area (EEA) or a sub- 
stantial part of it. 

The activities of Yves Saint 
Laurent Beaute and L’ Oreal over- 
lap in the development, produc- 
tion and sale of luxury cosmetics, 
in particular make-up and per- 
fumes. 

The two companies both own 
strong brands, said the EC - Y ves 
Saint Laurent for Yves Saint 
Laurent Beaute and Lancome for 
L’Oreal. 

They sell their products world-

Environmentalists against 
target practice in Monsanto 

Environmental protection association ‘Platform for Monsanto’ has this week 
voiced their indignation at the practicing of shooting by a club in the local 
Monsanto forestry park despite the local councilor for Green Spaces 
issuing paperwork to put an end to the club’s activities. 


“It is lamentable that a 
shooting club, which makes 
private use of a public 
space, even with an official 
decision preventing them 
from doing so, continues to 
practice shooting”, said 
Manuel Verdugo, of Plat- 
form for Monsanto, which is 
made up of numerous envi- 
ronment protection asso- 
ciations, such as Quercus 
and the Nature Protection 
League. 

Shots have been heard 
coming from the park on 
numerous occasions, the 
last time on June 1st, Inter- 
national Children’s Day, 
during activities held there 
for the occasion. 


However, upon being con- 
tacted by Lusa press agency, 
the local councilor for Green 
Spaces Jose Sa Fernandes 
said he did not know shooting 
was still practiced in the 
Monsanto Park, but under- 
lined that “if it does, it is the 
PSD [Social Democratic 
Party] and other political 
parties’ faults who voted for 
a deliberation in October”. 

The deliberation in ques- 
tion proposed “the continu- 
ation of this Club in this or 
other installation may be de- 
cided, as the re-starting of its 
activities, as long as it pays 
workers’ salaries and accom- 
modates training for na- 
tional shooting champions as 


well as exams carried out by 
PSP officers under the new 
weapons legislations”. 

According to a source 
from councilor Fernandes’ 
office, a search is still on- 
going to find new premises 
for the shooting club. 

The same source af- 
firmed the club had, in writ- 
ing, committed to suspend- 
ing their activities for the 
duration of the negotiation 
process. 

Founded in Monte das 
Perdizes, Monsanto, in 
1935, the Portuguese Lead 
Shooting Club has been us- 
ing the Monsanto forestry 
park for its practices since 
1963.

In a press release, a police 
source confirmed the 10.3 kilos 
of cocaine were bound for Por- 
tugal and had been found in a 
box containing 2 1 books of chil- 
dren’ s stories and sexual educa- 


tion, with double interior lin- 
ings, inside which the drugs 
were concealed. 

A further 1 00 grams of the co- 
caine were found inside enve- 
lopes addressed to Valencia, 
Spain. 

The discovery was made af- 
ter a postal office worker de- 
nounced the situation, though so 
far no arrests have been made.

Setubal centre 

Around one hundred farmers 
participating in a protest march between 
Poceirao and Setubai for the reduction of 
the price of agricuiturai fuei and 
production costs were impeded by poiice 
from taking their tractors into the city 
centre. 

The order was given out by 
Civil Governor, Euridice 
Pereira, after previously warn- 
ing the farmers they could not 
take their tractors into the city 
in order to not cause traffic 
hold-ups. 

According to Poceirao Parish 
Council President Jose Silverio, 
the farmers had thought about 
returning to Poceirao, but ended 
up heading towards Civil Gov- 
ernment’ s Office in Setubal. 

Euridice Pereira said she did 


not oppose the farmers’ initia- 
tive, but was not informed in the 
legal deadline, two days prior, 
nor was the document signed by 
three subscribers, but only by 
the Poceirao Parish Council 
President. 

According to Joao Vieira, 
from the National Agriculture 
Confederation (CAN), farmers 
can not cope with the rising 
costs of fuel and production 
costs, which have doubled or 
tripled in the last few months.

Hollow Crown 


The Algarvean’s latest pro- 
duction was staged at the Lagoa 
Auditorium in two performances 
last Friday and Saturday. The 
Hollow Crown was a departure 
from the norm with a series of 
monologues on the Kings and 
Queens of England. Director 
David Butler-Cole skilfully 
brought together a great mix of 
amusing, entertaining stories 
which were interspersed with 
moving historical music and 
songs.

Conflict in Silves City Hall 



Last week City Hall Mayor Isabel Soares, along with other council dignitaries, executives and employees, was heard by PJ police 
officers as witnesses in a dispute that has been ongoing since 2005 over the current occupation of Silves’ old slaughter house, 
which at present is being exclusively used by the CELAS Centre for Luso-Arabian Studies. 


At the root of the problem is 
CELAS’ refusal to share the 
building with the City Hall, 
claiming the autarchy must re- 
spect a pact made in 1 997 by the 
then governing council in which 
exclusive occupational rights 
were conceded and granted. 

Eor almost four hours the 
dignitaries - Mayor Soares, two 
councillors, an architect, an en- 
gineer and the former head of the 
city hall’s finance department 
- were heard by two PJ inspec- 
tors within the confines of the 


City Hall. 

Various documents pertain- 
ing to the case were also ana- 
lysed during the session; an en- 
counter that a City Hall source 
described as “cordial”. 

CELAS president Ana Maria 
Mira instigated the case after 
making an official complaint to 
police authorities by which she 
intends to “force” the city hall 
to comply with the 1997 deci- 
sion, alleging “it was only be- 
cause of the pact that funds 
were obtained for the building’ s 


renovation”. 

After its revamping, the 
former slaughter house became 
Silves’ Centre for Islamic and 
Mediterranean Culture, inau- 
gurated in 2007, organized and 
run by CELAS and which hosts 
exhibitions, seminars, and con- 
certs. 

In related news Silves City 
Hall this week confirmed they 
had enlisted the help of an in- 
dependent law firm to carry out 
the juridical auditing of numer- 
ous contracts carried out by the 


governing body. 

As of June 16*, a “reputable” 
law firm will be analysing offi- 
cial documentation to define if 
and where reported irregulari- 
ties occurred within the City 
Hall’s functions, to pin point 
the responsible person, and 
ensure the best possible 
progress of the City Hall as a 
whole. 

The decision to hire outside 
help was made by specialists to 
free the already bogged-down 
City Hall employees of the task 


and, due to its enormity, avoid 
certain City Hall services from 
grinding to a complete halt. 

A report of conclusions will 
be issued at the end of the in- 
vestigation, and will be made 
known to the city hall and to the 
local population. 

Should any irregularities be 
found, Silves City Hall has 
vowed it will activate the cor- 
rect legal mechanisms to ascer- 
tain responsibilities and ensure 
that adequate civil, disciplinary 
or criminal action is taken. 


Top Brass player moves to Algarve

During this time he 
supported major interna- 
tional acts including The 
Four Tops; The Drifters;

In the 1980’s he became 
interested in traditional 
jazz, taking his inspiration 
from Louis Armstrong and

Faro Hospital’s new ER 


The first phase of the 800 
square metre extension of Faro 
Hospital’s Emergency Room 
should be finished and fully func- 
tional by the end of June, at the 
cost of one million euros. 

In a statement given to the Lusa 
news agency, the hospital ’ s Com- 
mittee Board Chairman, Ana 
Paula Gon 9 alves, saidthe workis 
“going at a good pace with the 
structure practically standing” 
and the arrival of equipment “is 
imminent”. 


The 800 square metre pre-fab- 
ricated structure was acquired to 
alleviate the overload of patients 
arriving on stretchers, who once 
faced being left in the ER’ s corri- 
dors during the busiest times of 
the year until other in-patient 
beds were freed up. 

The restructuring and exten- 
sion of the unit, recently converted 
to the Central Hospital, should be 
finished by 2010 at a cost of €1 
million, €400,000 of which is to 
be used for equipping the area.

not always for the best reasons. 

During the summer the restau- 
rant-tumed-beach-bar hosts a 
series of nightly themed parties, 
most of which are attended by 
Portugal’ s hottest celebrities. 

Last year the noise generated 
from Sasha’ s entertainment, in- 
cluding live music from guest 
DJ’s, caused a succession of 
complaints that culminated in a 
signed protest, headed by Por- 
tuguese Royal, Dom Duarte Pio, 
who was holidaying at the time 
in Eerragudo, in a property over- 
looking the river and marina, fac- 


ing the venue in question. 

As a result, an independent 
company specializing in noise 
analysis was enlisted to carry out 
assessments on the levels of deci- 
bels emitted by the bar’s music. 
The results were released days 
before the series of parties ended. 

This year, to avoid inconven- 
ient or problematic situations, a 
€300,000 investment will be made 
in “implementing measures to 
control the noise”, said Lms 
Carito, Portimao City Hall’ s sec- 
ond in command. 

These will include enclosing 


noise-emitting outlets with ce- 
ment, implanting acoustic barri- 
ers, re-insulating and re-directing 
noise towards the centre of the 
venue. 

Carito also affirmed there 
would be tests carried out before 
Sasha’ s Summer Sessions kicked 
off, measuring noise levels both in 
Praia da Rocha and in Eerragudo, 
where the majority of the com- 
plaints came from. 

Entrepreneur and Sasha owner 
Luis Evaristo also stressed “as 
well as being within legal limits, 
during the summer of 2008 it will 


be equally as important to carry 
out events with as little incon- 
venience as possible”. 

It was revealed this week in 
Lisbon that the Sasha Summer 
Sessions will take place from 
July 25* to August 18*. 

According to promoters 
ExpoArade, last year some 
65,000 people visited the venue 
and its famous events, which 
Portimao Mayor Manuel da Luz 
has described as a “mega-event 
and one of the pillars of tourism 
promotion for the Algarve and 
Portimao”. 


Anti- 

desertification 
programme 
for Algarve 

The Programme for Eco- 
nomic Valuation of Endog- 
enous Resources 

(PRO VERE) is an attempt to 
prevent the desertification of 
natural and cultural resources 
within the least populated re- 
gions of the Algarve. 

An open public session 
was held to present the pro- 
gramme, which will use com- 
munity funds for public/pri- 
vate partnerships to create 
projects of interest for these 
less populated regions. 

These projects are open to 
tender until July 11*, and 
hope to boost local popula- 
tion by creating more tourist 
interest. 

The areas included in the 
projects are the surrounding 
areas of the Guadiana river, 
the Algarvean West Coast, 
the Arade River and the 
Algarvean mountain range. 

PROVERE seeks to give 
continuation to the Revitali- 
zation of Villages Programme 
that was promoted by 
PRO Algarve between 2000- 
2006. 

According to the rules, the 
maximum investment for a 
project to be elected is of 
€50,000, and the co-financing 
fare of councils is of 65%.

Turtles 

SIR, In reply to the request of 
John Clare (Arao) Perilous Jour- 
ney ? of 14 June, there are two dif- 
ferent types of Terrapin com- 
monly found in rivers and streams 
on the Algarve - The European 
Pond Terrapin and the Stripe- 
necked Terrapin. 

I suspect that Mr. Clare saw the 
first of these as the latter has very 
distinctive red, yellow and green 
stripes along its neck which makes 
itunmistakeable. 

As terrapins are very shy crea- 
tures, it is probable that he has not 
seen them before due to a lack of 
stealth on his part. They usually 
can be found sunbathing just 
alongside the water’ s edge but if 
they hear or see people coming 
they immediately dive to the bot- 
tom of the water and frantically 
spin around so as to ‘muddy’ the 
water, thus making themselves 
invisible. 

Mr. Clare need not worry 
about their fate when the water 
dries up. Like elephants, they 
move to places where water can 
still be found. In any case, they 
come out of water to lay their eggs 
in the soil near the river bank. 
They do this by soaking the 


ground with bodily fluid, then dig- 
ging a hole in the softened earth, 
in which they lay between 20 and 

30 eggs. 

Many of these do not hatch as 
the eggs are dug up by snakes, liz- 
ards and rodents, but those that 
do, hatch out into miniature ter- 
rapins about the size of a two euro 
coin. 

Those hatched babies that sur- 
vive, soon find their way to the 
nearest water, and fate allowing, 
they can grow up to 30cms long. 
Good Hunting !

Turtles (2) 

SIR, The way to see turtles in 
almost any freshwater lake and 
river is to look for any suitable 
basking place. A sunny spot on 
the bankjust above the water, and 
clear of vegetation, or a fallen tree 
in the water. Approach it quietly 
and keep at a suitable distance, 
and you will soon see basking tur- 
tles. If they become aware of your 
presence they simply release their 
hold on the bank and drop in- 
stantly into the water. If you hear 
a sudden splashing and see the rip- 
ples you will know you are in the 
right place. Stay there quietly and 
as inconspicuously as possible 
and they will quickly return and 
start their laborious chmb back up 
the bank. 

Our northern boundary is a 
river. Turtles bask on the oppo- 
site bank which faces the south- 
ern sun. Seeing thirty together is 
not unusual. They leave the river 
only to lay their eggs. On the 24th 
May 2005 at 1 1 .00pm there were 
two on our land. One had scraped 
out a shallow hole and was appar- 
ently laying eggs. By sheer chance 
on 30th March 2006 we saw one 
tiny turtle in the area of the nest, 
heading for the river. A year later, 

3 1 St March 2007, we saw an- 
other. We don’t know what hap- 
pens in the winter when at times 


theriverfloods and becomes arag- 
ing torrent. We don’ t see them for 
several months and wonder if they 
hibernate. When they first reap- 
pear after the winter some of them 
are huge. Eive or six times larger 
than average but only for a few 
days. They might be temporary 
visitors.

Smyrna 2 

Sir. As slow progress is made 
towards approving full entry of 
Turkey into the EU the 
Herringtons give us a timely re- 
minder of the relentless spread of 
Islam throughout Europe. It is 
estimated that there are already 1 5 
to 20 million Muslims living in the 
EU so, given the proven genocidal 
record of the Turks, what are our 
leaders doing even thinking of al- 
lowing another70 oddmilhoninto 
our midst? Among whom will be 
many radical clerics ready to im- 
pose the laws of the Koran wher- 
ever they settle. 

Easily accessible files record 
how, in September of 1922, 
Mustapha Kemal, the victorious 
revolutionary leader of Turkey, 
led his Muslim troops into 
Smyrna, a predominantly Chris- 
tian city, and commenced an orgy 
of pillage, rape and slaughter. This 
blatant act of genocide was carried 
out in full view of a flotilla of 27 
Allied warships, including 3 
American destroyers, which 
stood by and did nothing. An es- 
timated 150,000 indigenous 
Greeks and Armenians were 
butchered, mainly with knives and 
swords. The Turkish forces then 
torched the ancient city and to- 
tally destroyed it. The Western 
powers, anxious to protect their

Plenty of us were alive at the time 
but how many know or care that 
in 1955 the Muslim Turks prac- 
tically razed the Greek quarter of 
Istanbul? Pew people were killed 
on that occasion but they de- 
stroyed more than 4000 shops and 
2000 homes and thousands of 
Greeks were forced to flee the 
country.

■ “T oday we witness a very great 

change for hydrocarbons,” said Aiexei 
Miiier, head of Russian oii and gas 
giant Gazprom, iast week. “The [oii 
price is aiready] very high, and we 
think it wiii reach $250 a barrei.” Cue 
iegions of financiai journaiists fainting 
and writhing in coiis at the news of 
impending economic Armageddon. 

So do you think that we’ii see some 
attempt to move away from 
dependence on oii now? 


Miller is the only CEO of a 
major oil company who is pre- 
dicting $250 a barrel oil 
within eighteen months, be- 
cause the others remember 
what happened the last time 
the oil price peaked like this, 
in the 1970s. The big consum- 
ing countries responded by 
cutting back on oil use so dras- 
tically that the OPEC cartel 
lost control of the price, which 
then bumped along below $20 
a barrel through the late 80s 
and 90s. 

With oil in the high $130s, 
we are already seeing a move 
away from the monster vehi- 
cles that became so popular in 
the United States during the 
cheap oil years, but 1970s- 
style conservation is not going 
to bring the oil price down this 
time. Eor every American or 
German switching to a car with 
lower fuel consumption, there 
is a Chinese or Indian first- 
time car buyer taking up the 
slack and keeping demand 
high. 

So if the car-driving masses 
are ever to escape from high 
fuel prices, they cannot rely on 
simply cutting demand 
through conservation. 

They need an alternative 
fuel, and the bio-fuels that are 
now on offer — made from 
corn (maize, mealies), sugar 
cane, sugar beets, oil palm or 
soybeans — simply cannot re- 
place oil. There just isn’t 
enough land and water to grow 
bio-fuels and food too. 

It would take half the land- 
mass of the continental United

States to grow enough grain to 
fuel America ’scars and trucks. 
“Second-generation” 

bio-fuels that depend on 
plants like switchgrass and 
willow are better in terms of 
not competing with food be- 
cause they grow quickly on 
waste ground, but they cannot 
provide the volume of fuel 
needed either. 

So if we’re going to go on 
driving cars, but we can’t af- 
ford to fuel them from petro- 
leum (and we can’t afford to 
put all those greenhouse gas 
emissions in the air either), 
then what do we do instead? 

This is where it gets inter- 
esting, because there are two 
alternative fuels that could 
theoretically be produced in 
the volumes required, and that 
would not add to the carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere. 

One is algae, grown in open 
ponds on marginal land, or in 
nutrient-rich sewage farms, or 
even in completely contained 
environments in the dark. 

Other plants also contain 
oil, but the great virtue of al- 
gae (pond scum, in the ver- 
nacular) is that it can double 
its mass every two hours under 
ideal circumstances, which 
means it can be harvested 
daily. The US Department of 
Energy estimates that to re- 
place all the petroleum fuel in 
the country with home-grown 
algae fuel would require 
40,000 sq. km. (15,000 sq. 

mi.) of land, which is less 
than one- seventh of the area 
devoted to growing corn in the 
United States. 

The oil that is produced can 
be burned as biodiesel, or fur- 
ther refined until it is almost 
the same as the fuel we put we 
put in our vehicles today. It 
needs no special distribution 
network, works in unmodified 
engines, and is effectively car- 
bon-neutral. And the biomass 
that is left after the oil has been 
extracted can be fed to cattle, 
or fermented to produce etha- 
nol. 

Euel from algae is not yet 
ready for prime time, but there 
are now numerous start-up 
companies exploring rival 
ways of growing and process- 
ing it, and oil majors like Shell 
and Chevron are already jump- 
ing in as well. 

The main question is cost, 
but so long as petroleum stays 
above $100 a barrel it’s likely 



that some of these methods 
will prove competitive. 

The other, more radical pro- 
posal is to transform carbon di- 
oxide from the problem into 
part of the solution by combin- 
ing it with hydrogen to make a 
synthetic octane fuel suitable 
for use in vehicles. You get 
your C02 from the exhaust 
gases of coal and gas-fired 


power plants or just extract it 
from the air directly (the first 
prototypes of machines for do- 
ing this are now being tested), 
and you obtain your hydrogen 
however you like. 

Getting hydrogen requires 
energy, and is only carbon-neu- 
tral if the electricity used to 
split it out of water comes from 
a non-fossil fuel source like 


solar, wind or nuclear. But 
combining the hydrogen with 
C02 avoids the huge problems 
of storage, refrigeration and 
high pressures connected with 
using pure hydrogen as a fuel: 
the synthetic octane can be 
handled and burned just like 
conventional fuel. 

One or both of these ap- 
proaches is going to start chal- 


lenging conventional oil in the 
market within five to ten years 
if the price of oil stays high. Se- 
curity of supply and cost are the 
big concerns driving this proc- 
ess now, but the ultimate prize 
is vehicle fuel that does not 
contribute to global warming. 
Conventional oil can never of- 
fer that advantage, so in the 
long run it is in big trouble.

Formality and 
delicate bone china are not 
needed for these meals.

Clifton-Mogg asked top de- 
signers throughout the world 


for the secret ingredients 
they use to create stunning 
settings.

Set With Style, and 
says: “What I found out is 
that everyone is capable of 
setting a great table - pro- 
vided they use just a little 
imagination.

Caroline says: “When you eat 
outdoors the table should look 
less formal than an indoor set- 
ting, but just as pretty and attrac- 
tive. The thing is not to be over- 
elaborate and to serve relatively 
simple but delicious food.” 

This is a rustic, traditional 
look and one of the easiest ta- 
bles to create.

which require more maintenance. 

Remember, though, that new 
plantings will need enough water 
to develop good root systems in 
the first season, before they can 
look after themselves . 

Plants for a medium water zone 
would comprise ornamental 
grasses, prairie plants, many 
shrubs and some trees. “They will 
thrive in sunny conditions, prefer 
a slightly richer, moisture holding 
soil and will require some occa- 
sional watering in prolonged dry 
weather,” says Cooke. Many 
hardy plants in mild areas fall into 
this category. 

Generous dressings of organic 
matter will need to be mixed 
through the well-prepared soil to 
allow many trees, shrubs, roses 
and some herbaceous plants to 
grow. These plantings should 
only need watering when they are 
young and established, or during 
severe drought. 

The high water zone will in- 
clude soft, lush plants such as veg- 
etables, fruits, herbaceous peren- 
nials and lawns that will need regu- 
lar watering to stay healthy. Soils 
with higher clay content will re- 
tain moisture better and are more 
suitable for such plants. 

Soil will need to be well pre- 
pared with a boost of organic mat- 
ter. Most of the plants will grow 
quickly, including vegetables and 
bedding plants. Cooke points out: 
“High water zone plants are in 
many ways luxury plants for the 
waterwise gardener. Position 
your high water zone near to the 
house where there is a water source 
and use responsible irrigation as 
far as possible.” 

Grouping similar types of 
plants together is the easiest way 
to manage a garden in dry weather 
and avoids the need to drag heavy 
hoses all round the garden to wa- 
ter odd plants here and there. 

If there’ s an area in your garden 
which is permanently dry, don’t 
fight the conditions, go with them 
and choose plants which will 
thrive there, such as succulents or 
cacti. Alternatively use ornaments 
to fiU the unlush spaces - from sim- 
ple items such as a piece of drift- 
wood or an antique chimney post, 
to more elaborate sculptures and 
statues. Hannah Stephenson

With a hot summer on the horizon we all need to think about how 
we can save water during the coming season. 


S ome of you will already have a water butt under 
a drainpipe to catch rainwater, but if you want to 
create a garden which will require less water in years 
to come there are a few design fundamentals to put 
in place now, says horticulturist Ian Cooke, grounds 
manager of the award-winning University Park at 
Nottingham University, England and author of a new 
book, Waterwise Gardening. 

Think about grouping plants and features in your 
garden that need similar quantities of water, he ad- 
vises. “A low water zone would be an area where 
plants survive mostly on natural rainfall and are un- 
likely to suffer with drought and high temperatures. 
These would include succulent plants, silver foli- 
age and spiky plants such as yucca. They will toler- 
ate full sun and a dry gravelly soil yet still thrive,” 
says Cooke. 

The soil in a low water zone should be well pre- 
pared and well drained as there will be some plants 
in there which won’ t stand being waterlogged. Low 
water zones tend to be low maintenance, requiring 
less watering and less weeding, so can be further 
away from the house, leaving areas closer to home

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Dao celebrates 100th 
anniversary with a taste of 
its best 


Last weekend around 17 producers of wines from the 
Dao region gathered at Aibufeira’s brand new INATEL 
hotei for the Aigarve’s first-ever ‘Dao Wine and 
Gourmet’ event; a ceiebration of the Dao’s 100*^ 
anniversary as region and one of Portugai’s ieading 
wine-producing areas. 

Also at the sophisticated affair 
was the President of the Dao Re- 
gional Wine-Producing Commit- 
tee (CVR Dao), Valedemar de 
Frietas (pictured right). 

Once a bank manager, de Frietas 
has, since 2002, dedicated his ca- 
reer to promoting the best of Dao, 
in whathecalls “a marriage of wine 
and gastronomy where the wine 
takes centre stage”. 

He claims the Dao area, which 
nestles between large mountain 
ranges and is unaffected by any 
climate change, has been noted by experts as having “the poten- 
tial to create wines that are amongst the best in the world”. 

This event, which has been taking place annually since 2004 in 
Viseu, though has been held in Lisbon and Oporto, was staged 
last week, on June 13* and 14*, for the first ever in the Algarve. 

It aims to promote and divulge the best of the Dao region’s 
wine’ s and included Quinta da Garrida (by Alian 9 a- Vinhos de 
Portugal), Vinha Paz (Antonio Canto Moniz), Quinta de Cabriz 
(Dao Sul), Grao V asco and Quinta dos Carvalhais (Sogrape), and 
MeiaEncosta (Sociedade dos Vinhos Borges). 

Hundreds of people visited the two-day event, the wines com- 
plemented by gastronomy courtesy of chef Chakal’ s ‘Live Cook- 
ing’ sessions.

Q: “My 1 4-year-old son Is complaining of back pain, and I 
wondered If It could be because he spends so long playing 
computer games? How can I help him?” 


A: Rishi Loatey of the Brit- 
ish Chiropractic Association 
(BCA), says: “Back pain in 
teenagers is increasing in the 
UK, mainly due to their seden- 
tary lifestyles. Poor posture, 
poor muscle tone, and repetitive 
movements can all lead to back 
problems. 

“There are two simple ways 
to help your son. Firstly, limit 
the time he spends playing com- 
puter games to 20-30 minute 
sessions. In between these ses- 
sions, make sure he gets up, 
walks around and stretches. 

“Secondly, check his posture 
when he’s at the computer. He 
should ideally be sitting in a 
dining chair, rather than a sofa, 
and his feet should be touching 
the floor. His hips should be 


level with, or higher than, his 
knees, and the top of the compu- 
ter screen should be at eye level. 
His lower back should be well 
supported by the back of the 
chair. 

“T o find the right height for the 
keyboard, ask your son to keep 
his arms by his sides and bend 
his elbows at 90 degrees. The 
level at which his hands fall 
should be where the keyboard is. 

“Hopefully these measures 
should help ease his pain. How- 
ever, if his symptoms persist or 
he begins to get others such as 
pain, numbness or pins and nee- 
dles in the leg, or bowel or blad- 
der function changes, or joint 
stiffness, then consult a APQ 
chiropractor (info: -1-351 271 214 
559). 


When Is my child ready... to start 
swimming lessons?

While we may pay lip-service 
to a healthy diet - and have every 
good intention about eating our 
five-a-day portions of fruit and 
vegetables - in reality, busy life- 
styles probably lead us to con- 
sume more fast food and fats than 
we’d care to admit. 

Weight gain, although usually 
our top concern, is probably the 
least of our problems, because 
diet combined with stress, ageing, 
medicines and travel can all pun- 
ish our gut and leave us vulner- 
able to a range of woes - from 
bloating, eczema, diarrhoea, 
thrush and tiredness to poor im- 
munity. 

Yet it’s largely unnecessary 
suffering according to experts 
urging more recognition of diges- 
tive health. Dr Georges Mouton 
an intestinal and nutritional spe- 
cialist, says: “Poor digestive 
health probably affects all of us 
at some point - it’ s estimated that 
around one in three UK adults ex-

periences a digestive complaint 
at any one time. 

“Yet our gut’s generally not 
given enough priority. Even if 
people do go to their doctors 
about complaints that may be 
caused by gut ill health, if there’ s 
no obvious condition such as Ir- 
ritable Bowel Syndrome, all too 
often there’ s an assumption that 
the problem’s largely in a pa- 
tient’s mind or down to that 
catch-all, ‘stress’.”

levels and drug and antibiotic use. 
All can impair digestion. The lin- 
ing of the digestive tract is less 
than paper thin - it’s actually a 
quarter of the thickness of a sheet 
of paper, so it can become easily 
damaged.”

Carrying out a two- week sum- 


mer ‘clean up’ of your gut could 
make you feel healthier and more 
energetic, according to Susannah 
Lawson, nutritional therapist and 
co-author of Optimum Nutrition 
Made Easy. 

She says: “Our gut can become 
overloaded with foods that are 
heavy in wheat and sugar, and a 
stressful lifestyle contributes as 
weUby slowing digestion and leav- 
ing us feeling bloated, tired and 
generally under par. Taking a 
break even for a couple of weeks 
from that diet, and eating instead 
foods to help the gut work more 
efficiently, can make a tremen- 
dous difference to our wellbeing.” 

Crucially, Lawson advises 
slower eating. “Most of us bolt 
down our food too fast which 
means the whole digestive proc- 
ess begins badly. Take your time 
while eating, and ideally, aim to 


chew each mouthful 20 times. “ 

For two weeks (or more if you 
like the improvement) eat plenty 
of fresh vegetables and fruit, and 
avoid wheat by staying off bread, 
biscuit and wheat-based cereals 
and substituting oat cakes, oat- 
based cereals, wheat-free pasta, 
brown basmati rice, and add 
quinoa, millet and lentils and 
pulses to the diet. 

It’ s essential to have protein but 
cut down on red meat and instead 
eat fish, particularly oily fish, 
with salads, rice and dahl. Avoid 
all sugary drinks and caffeine and 
instead drink 1 .5 to two litres of 
water or herbal teas, between 
meals. 

Drink only one glass of water 
at each meal as too much liquid 
while you eat dilutes digestive 
juices making them less effective.

One of the most com- 
mon symptoms of poor 
digestive health is indi- 
gestion, and Lawsonhas 
plenty of advice on this 
troubling ailment. She 
says: “Stomach acid is 
essential to kill off bugs, and lib- 
erate vitamins and rninerals infood 
ready for absorption. Stomach 
acid is dependent on zinc, so if you 
are deficient in this you won’t be 
making enough.” 

But she points out stomach 
acid often dechnes in old age, as do 
zinc levels, with a consequence 
that people suffer from the symp- 
toms of indigestion - burping, 
flatulence, bloating - and an in- 
creased likelihood of developing 
food allergies. 

She suggests: “To boost your 
levels of stomach acid, supple- 
ment with a digestive enzyme 
containing betaine hydrochloride 
for a month - that way you will 
start to absorb more nutrients 
from your food, so enabling you 
to make your own digestive en- 
zymes,” suggests Lawson. 

Alternatively, other people 
produce too much stomach acid 
and suffer a burning sensation in 
the stomach. “Sometimes people 
think they have excess stomach 
acid, when actually their symp- 
toms are due to insufficient stom- 
ach acid,” explains Lawson. “But 
if you get a burning sensation be- 
fore, rather than after you eat, or 
in between meals, then you may 
be producing too much.” 

She suggests avoiding acid- 
forming and irritating substances 
such as alcohol, coffee, tea and 
aspirin, as these are all gutirritants. 
Meat, fish, eggs and other concen- 
trated proteins stimulate acid pro- 
duction and can aggravate over 
acidity. 

The min erals calcium and mag- 
nesium are particularly alkaline 
and tend to have a calming effect

In order to ski in the spectacu- 
lar beauty of the Rockies, enjoy 
the novel charms of dog sledding, 
or even sample the Olympic bob- 
sleigh, you have to be prepared 
for it to be more than a little chilly. 

We really don’t know the 
meaning of cold in the British 
Isles; here drooping ice gathers on 
top of lampposts, 4-x-4s become 
a practical need rather than a styl- 
ish accessory and, with four lay- 
ers of clothing de rigeur, any sense 
of winter fashion has to be left 
behind. 

My damp hair froze into little 
icicles within minutes of leaving 
the warmth of our hotel and, 
standing behind a team of dogs as 
they pulled us through pristine 
forest until we reached Alberta’ s 
border with British Columbia, I 
began to really appreciate my 
thermals. 

But I warmed up once tucked 
up in the sled, covered by a sleep- 
ing bag and full of admiration for 
the strength of the seven- strong 
team of Alaskan Huskies. My 
only concern as they gamely 
pulled us through the snow was 


avoiding what one person euphe- 
mistically termed their “exhaust”. 

And, frankly, do you get to see 
elk in V al d’Isere? With many of 
the animals in hibernation, spot- 
ting such a magnificent beast was 
a real treat and one, as far as I’m 
aware, not available in the more 
moderate climes of the European 
resorts. 

So I j ust pulled on another ther- 
mal vest or three and got on with 
a holiday to one of the most beau- 
tiful places I have ever seen. 

Our first stop was Lake 
Louise, staying in the chateau 
which looks out on to the lake it- 
self. Surroundedby the grandeur 
of the Rocky Mountains, the fro- 
zen lake was covered in around 
1 2 feet of snow, but a natural skat- 
ing rink had been cleared in the 
front. 

The remainder was left un- 
touched, for use by those with 
snowshoes and cross country 
skis, while banks of snow-cov- 
ered trees covered the surround- 
ing slopes, in a picture-perfect 
winter scene.

horse-drawn carriage was fol- 
lowed by warming hot chocolate, 
while a moonlit walk among the 
trees at the fringes of the lake gave 
us the chance to try snowshoeing 
and have a drink in an igloo. 

And then there’s the skiing. 
When we visited, many Euro- 
pean resorts were without snow, 
but Alberta was enj oy ing its best 
season in more than 30 years. 

We tried out three resorts: 
Lake Louise itself. Sunshine Vil- 
lage and Norquay. I’m a fairly 
poor skier, having ventured only 
rarely on the piste in the last 20 
years, and Sunshine - with its 
fluffy snow and multitude of 
easier slopes - was my favourite 
because it boosted my confidence 
no end. 

But all the resorts have runs for 
all abilities . While I was out there, 
a friend was heliskiing in the re- 
gion, being dropped off at the top 
of a mountain and finding his way 
down through the virgin snow. 


Others on our trip tried the 
black runs - far beyond my capa- 
bilities - while I happily blun- 
dered about in the foothills or, at 
times, picked up terrifying speed 
when I accidentally encountered 
blue runs. 

I found the easier slopes at 
Norquay were comparable to the 
medium-ability ones at Sun- 
shine, but wherever you go, the 
snow is guaranteed, the instruc- 
tors are fun and patient, fellow 
skiers are laid back and friendly 
and everywhere you look, you’re 
surrounded by the beauty of the 
mountains. 

The average season lasts from 
November to May and it’ s all in 
Banff National Park, aUNESCO 
World Heritage Site and Cana- 
da’ s first National Park, created 
in 1885 and covering a glorious 
6,000 square km. 

After Lake Louise, we went on 
to B anff, where we j oined celebs 
such as supermodel Christie

- and a few drinks - later, we were 
on the road again, this time to 
Calgary. The town is, in the main, 
not pretty, but it’s practical - 
with decent restaurants and 
shops for those who want to 
splash out. 

I wasn’t tempted by the cow- 
boy boots as a memento of my 
time there, although it has to be 
said, they ’ re not j ust for tourists , 
they really do have cowboys here 
as visitors to the world-famous 
stampede in July can attest. But 
I did avail myself of the zero tax 
to buy cheap Clinique and MAC 
makeup. 

Before we headed home to 
Blighty, we had one last challenge 

- the Olympic bobsleigh. 

The city ’ s winter Olympics in 
1 9 8 8 was where Eddie the Eagle 
found fame, and the park is now 
a competition, training and rec- 
reation area for athletes and the 
public.

Beloved actress/dancer Cyd Charisse has died 
in a Los Angeles hospital. The 86-year-old 
reportedly suffered a heart attack on June 1 6th, 
and was taken to Cedars-Sinai Medical Center, 
where she died the following day. Born Tula 
Ellice Finklea in Texas in 1921, Charisse studied 
ballet in Los Angeles and performed as Siderova 
in the Ballet Russes up until World War II, when 
she returned to California to embark on a movie 
career. She became a staple in movie musicals 
throughout the 1940s and 1950s, appearing 
alongside Fred Astaire and Gene Kelly in films 
like Ziegfeld Follies, The Band Wagon, Silk 
Stockings and Brigadoon. She retired from 
dancing in the late 1950s to become a straight 
actress. Charisse took her surname from her first 
husband Nico Charisse, who she wed in 1 939. 

She was married to singer Tony Martin for 60 
years up until her death. The actress/dancer was 
presented with America's highest artistic 
honour, the National Medal of the Arts + 
Humanities in 2006. {{{{»» Hollywood superstar 
Angelina Jolie has recorded a public service 
announcement to help raise awareness about 
World Refugee Day. In the new TV ad, the 
pregnant star - a Goodwill Ambassador for the 
United Nations Refugee Agency - describes the 
hardship millions of refugees face when their 
country is at war. As video footage of their 
plight is played, Jolie says, “They have survived 
the war, they have survived displacement, they 
have survived rape, they have survived hunger 
and disease. For those who have survived and 
for those who did not, we are thinking of you on 
this day”. The clip is airing online in preparation 
of World Refugee Day on 20 June. But Jolie’s 
humanitarian efforts do not end there - she is 
also set to write an article for a leading U.S.

{{{{»» Stan Winston, the man behind some of 
Hollywood’s most amazing monsters, has died 
after losing his battle with cancer. The Oscar- 
winning visual effects artist died on June 15th, 
at his home in Malibu, California, aged 62.

What will 
live forever in my heart is the way that Stan 
loved everyone and treated each of his friends 
like they were family... I will miss him greatly and 
am honoured to have worked with him”. {{{o») 
Star Wars creator George Lucas is planning to 
lend his directorial talents to a Broadway 
musical with the help of comedienne Whoopi 
Goldberg, according to reports. Goldberg, who 
has made a number of appearances on the New 
York stage, is talking to Lucas’ motion picture 
and visual effects company Industrial Light and 
Magic about a collaboration on musical 
Bricktop - Queen of the Night, reports the New 
York Daily News. The musical centres around a 
fabled Parisian cabaret owner Ada ‘Bricktop’ 
Smith. A source tells the newspaper, “They're 
talking about playing with Cubist images and 
jazz from the (1920’s),” adding that Lucas “could 
do things Broadway has never seen before”.

His fur is 
matted. He now has a tea towel wrapped around his neck. Show dog 
he is not at the moment ! Monday evening and night were difficult — 1 
ended up on the sofa with a wet, pink, very sad and drugged Merlin 
curled up on my duvet. He remained close all night. Jim is cleaning the 
drain twice a day. Stitches and drain will come out on Friday all things 
being well. Jim will do that for Merlin. This last event has frightened 
him very much and we want to make it as easy for him as possible. 
Good point is that he has eaten all meals today — so some good news.

The person in the picture was 
stung by a poisonous spider, in 
Monte Gordo, a species that ex- 
ist by the hundreds throughout 
Portugal. If you are bitten by this 
spider, it is necessary to go as 
soon as possible to the doctor for 
it requires the immediate admin- 
istration of an antidote and an 
antibiotic for skin infection. The 
spider is a very aggressive one 
that measures around 3,5cm in 
length with legs up to 5cm. Its 
activity is greater at sunset and 
at night. 

This species does not weave a 
web and is found on trees, mainly 
banana trees, in its foliage. It is 
commonly found in the interior of 
residences. The bite causes vio- 
lent pain on the skin where it bites 
and irradiates to the surrounding 
skin area. The symptoms felt are 
dizziness, drop ofblood pressure, 
vomiting, sweating and spasms 
might occur. If stung by this sort 
of spider, the victim should find a 
hospital for application of an 
arachnida antidote and apply an 
anaesthetic around the bite. It is 
thought that it may have entered 
the country with imported ba- 
nanas, since this spider lives and 
puts its eggs in banana trees dur- 
ing the warmer seasons. At this 
time of the year, it normally ap-

PWDs go to groomers regularly 
and ears are presumably checked. 
I was advised that Cleo’ s ears were 
a bit of a problem. This was way 
back in December. Soltookpoor 
little Cleo off to the Vets. An or- 
deal for my little girl. Y es her ears 
were amess, we couldn’t work out 
what was going on with them. They 
were full of a black wet discharge 
and obviously painful for her. To 
me, uneducated person that I am, 
it looked like her black shampoo but 
I was assured it wasn’t. Her ears 
were cleaned out, anti biotics were 
given. It has been ‘swings and 
roundabouts’ since then. Two 
weeks on tabs and a few weeks 
off, back on and so we go. 

Fast forward to Spain 24th 
May. Laura was worried about 
Cleo and her ears, Cleo had re- 
cently been to both the groomers 
and the Vets, no ‘ear’ comments 
having been made. Laura cleaned 
her ears and medicated her. On 
coming back home I booked Cleo 
yet another Vet visit. This time 
sedation was recommended and 
swabs taken. Once my little girl 
was sedated it was easier to get to 
the root of the problem. She had 
very wet and messy ears. On 
closer examination ulcers were 
found deep down. A new stronger 
anti biotic was recommended and 
we waited for the results of the 
swabs that had been sent away.. 
Once the results arrived they 
proved as bad as we expected. 
Sometimes called swimmers ear, 
apt except that Cleo has not been 


Next, April, noticed a huge 
lump on his side, two Vets 
checked it, seemed to be the mi- 
crochip — no need to worry. 
Enroute back from Ferragudo 
W ater trials noticed another huge 
lump on his leg. Vets again — se- 
dation and 2 hours later grass 
seed retrieved!! 

Two weeks ago, I was talking 
to the Vet, they suggested an ul- 
tra scan on neck lump, so off we 
go. (Ami living at the Vets these 
days). Interesting — the micro- 
chip showed up as 3 items?? So, 
question has it split and is that why 
he now has this huge lump. Body 
is reacting to a foreign body. De- 
cision is made that it MU ST come 
out. So, I laughingly requestedno 
clipping of fur and keyhole sur- 
gery as he is a show dog and his 
coat is important. So, Merlin had 
surgery for his lump. I was with 


him throughout. Ittums outhehad 
2 grass seeds with a large ‘mass’ 
built up around. All of this was 
connected to the jugular vein 
causing quite a challenge to the 
Vet, thank you Claudia. So, seeds 
out and Microchip remains. The 
micro chip has moved to com- 
pletely the wrong place pushed 
out by mass one presumes. Mer- 
lin is now recovering with a large 
scar on his neck, he is in a TShirt 
and even more clingy than usual. 
No collars or leads for a couple 
of weeks. He has painkillers, 
antibs and anti inflammatory pills. 

I sincerely hope that we have 
a quieter, and less expensive next 
few months with them once these 
issues are sorted. We have sam- 
ples of the Immune Aid and Joint 
Aid at the shop. Remember, any 
medical mysteries always con- 
sult your Vet as soon as possible. 
If I had left this lump on Merlin 
there is no telling where the seeds 
would have gone, same with 
Cleo’s ears, the problem would 
have just got worse for her. Dogs 
just do not complain as we hu- 
mans do.

If he gets 
attacked by a tick he will be left 
with a reaction and scar ten times 
the size of anyone else. When he 
walks into a stick of a bush — 
major blood loss on white coat 
and a huge scar! ! So, early De- 
cember I noticed a strange bald 
patch appearing at the site of the 
Advantix spot on. To cut a very 
long 6 months short — baldpatch 
now 2" round — ^no sign of hair 
follicules. I have had test upon 
test done on him, blood tests, 
skin tests — all inconclusive. 
STOP PRESS, HE NOW HAS 
HAIR GROWING!! Only dif- 
ference in his meds is the Im- 
mune Aid he has had for two 
weeks. It says nothing about re- 
growing hair on it — ^but it must be 
that product that has worked. 
This alopecia problem is on the 
list of ‘ contras ’ for Advantix and 
the manufacturer eventually de- 
cided that it could happen. I have 
over the months heard of others. 
Where are we now?? We dare 
not use any chemicals on him so 
we are going down the natural 
protection. Dynamite Shampoo 
and Spray, Garlic andFenugeek 
pills and I will have him tested 
every 6 months. All we can do is 
hope he will be OK.

In Sympathy 

Rose Griffin is not dead, so the 
telephone call she intercepted 
from someone trying to assist 
her son in arranging her funeral 
was quite a shock. Immediately 
after hanging up on the caller, 
Rose used her caller ID to find 
out with whom she had been 
speaking . The man on the other 
end of the phone was indeed a 
funeral director who had appar- 
ently been the brunt of a cruel 
practical joke. Imagine this fu- 
neral directors embarrassment 
when this 75-year-old woman 
told him, “You ’re talking to the 
dead person. ” 

Years ago I remember my 
own mother receiving a sympa- 
thy card from some dear Chris- 
tian friends who had wrongly 
heard that my sister had passed 
away. Donna had been battling 
cancer for many years and was 
indeed nearing the end of her 
life. My parents and I were in 
the process of deciding 
whether it was time to make one 
last visit while she was still co- 
herent and would know we had 
come. Though alarmed to re- 


ceive a card from someone who 
believed she had already passed 
away, my parents were not an- 
gry. They knew it had merely 
been an honest mistake. 

In the end, we waited too long 
and, though we believe she knew 
we were at her side, she was no 
longer able to communicate with 
us during what turned out to be 
the last day of her life. We wept 
together as we stood by her bed- 
side watching as she tried to tell 
us something, but to no avail. 
There was nothing left for us to 
do except to give her permission 
to say good-bye. 

I remembered vividly a phone 
conversation she and I had shared 
just weeks earlier. Donna had 
asked me to pray that she would 
know how long to keep on fight- 
ing and when it was time to let go. 
Though she did not want to leave 
her husband and children, wanted 
to be strong and fight because 
they wanted her to continue, she 
knew the end was near. And so I 
prayed that God would honor her 
request. I believe He did. 

I was not ready to lose my sis- 


ter. I did not feel it was the right 
time for her two children to lose 
their mother, or for her husband 
to lose his wife of 16 years. In 
fact, I remember arguing a bit 
with God in the months that 
preceded her death. I also re- 
member the still, small, voice of 
the Lord reassuring my heart 
that He loved her children more 
than I did, even more than 
Donna did, and promising me 
that He would care for them. 
And He has done exactly that. 
This month is the eleventh an- 
niversary of Donna’s death. I 
can say with complete honesty 
and assurance that God’ s pres- 
ence and peace has carried us 
and that He cares about His 
own. I rest in His promise that 
Donna is in a much better place 
where there is no more sickness 
or pain.

Scolari moves to Chelsea 



Use of residual waters on 
golf courses not law yet 


The National Programme of 
Efficient Water Consumption, 
with 23 priority measures, still 
allows watering of golf courses to 
be made with drinkable water. 

The study has been carried out 
for the past seven years and 


should be approved in October. 
Environment Minister, Nunes 
Correia, said it is not law, but 
strongly recommended that golf 
courses use residual waters and 
for now, tourist promoters only 
adhere to environmentally 


friendly actions if they wish to. 

Of the 43 golf courses in the 
Algarve, only one (Salgados Golf 
Course) uses treated sewer wa- 
ters to water their course. “1 be- 
lieve the Algarve is a good exam- 
ple where this measure, firstly 
on a voluntary basis, and 
growingly compulsory, should 
start being adopted” said Nunes 
Correia. 

Although Portugal has a his- 
tory of cyclic droughts, Nunes 
Correia reckons regulations 
shouldn’t exist that prohibit the 
use of drinkable water to main- 
tain the grass, like the existing 
ones in Spain’ s Balearic Islands 
and other regions, “Measures 
will be implemented when they 
are necessary”. 

On the other hand, Quercus 
President Erancisco Eerreira gave 
his view on the situation “It is a 
huge mistake not to demand from 
big consumers what is requested 
from all citizens in daily life”, 
adding “We (in the Algarve) have 
lots of treatment stations that 
have been planned to reutilize 
water for gardens, golf courses 
and washing, and they are simply 
not doing it”. 

T o make consumption more ef- 
ficient, distribution networks were 
also analysed; around 40% of the 
water corningfromdeposits are lost 
in distribution networks and 
Eemando Ruas, President of Na- 
tional Portuguese City Councils 
(ANMP), complained there is not 
enough support to renovate the old 
networks, specially the one’s lo- 
cated in historic centres . 
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Portuguese football manager Luiz Felipe Scolari will not renew his 
contract with the Portuguese Football Association at the end of his 
contract, which terminates on June 30'^ 


In a statement sent to The 
Portugal News it was revealed 
that “Chelsea Football Club is 
delighted to confirm that Luiz 
Felipe Scolari will be the club’ s 
new manager from July 1, 
2008.” 

The statement, issued only 
two hours after Portugal had 
beaten the Czech Republic 3-1 
and ensured qualification for the 
knock-out stages of Euro 2008 
continued: “Felipe has great 


qualities. He is one of the world’ s 
top coaches with a record of suc- 
cess at country and club level, he 
gets the best out of a talented 
squad of players and his ambi- 
tions and expectations match 
ours. He was the outstanding 
choice. 

“Out of respect for his current 
role as Head Coach of the Portu- 
guese national team, and to ensure 
minimum disruption to this 
work, there will be no further 


comment from Chelsea EC nor 
from Felipe about his new role 
until his employment with us 
commences”, the statement con- 
cluded. 

In the meantime, and besides 
the obvious name of Carlos 
Queiroz, Portuguese FA chief 
Gilberto Madail is rumoured to 
have short-listed Brazilian man- 
agers Zico and Vanderlei 
Luxemburgo to take over from 
their compatriot in July. 


Portugal’s National Beach Soccer 
team in Praia da Rocha 

Between 13^^ and 15*^ June the Portuguese National Beach Football team re-elected 
Praia da Rocha as their training ground to prepare for the 2008 World Cup, to be 
held in Marseille in July. 

Portimao Council organised 
a Beach Football Clinic, where 
all children over the age of 6 
could participate, learning ba- 
sic principles of the sport as 
well as some of the most spec- 
tacular tricks. 

Having qualified in 
Benidorm for the FIFA BS 
World Cup 2008 after a train- 


ing camp in Portimao, Joao 
Morais, National Coordinator of 
the sport, said “the result is very 
much owed to the excellent con- 
ditions present at Praia da 
Rocha”. 

Morais has great respect for 
Portimao as it has created mag- 
nificent conditions for the devel- 
opment of the sport and the in-

UEFAdenies censorship allegations 



In a statement posted on its official website, European football’s governing body UEFA says it is “astonished” 
at recent allegations made by the Swiss and Austrian public television stations that it is in any way censoring 
the TV images from the matches at UEFA EURO 2008 and has firmly denied the allegations. 


“The technical set-up put in 
place for UEFA EURO 2008 sim- 
ply does not allow for censorship, 
as UEFA gives the television part- 
ners all the means to control their 
own broadcast,” a UEFA state- 
ment said on Monday. 

“There is a full discussion of 
the international coverage with 
the television partners on a daily 
basis. UEFA provides a central- 
ised production service for TV 
stations around the world, and 
recognised by all broadcast part- 
ners to be of the highest quality. 

“This worldwide production 
is directed by five international 
directors who are all working 
daily with the biggest public and 
private channels in Europe. To- 
gether they have directed over 
200 football matches last year.” 
UEFA said that the editorial di- 
rectives for the match coverage at 
UEFA EURO 2008 were written 
by these directors. These recom- 
mend showing football action 
above all else, they give no edito- 
rial censorship guidelines, and 
they have been openly shared 
with all the rights-holding broad- 
casters. 

“The match coverage is dis- 
cussed every day with the televi- 
sion partners present [including 
Swiss and Austrian television] at 
the International Broadcast Cen- 
tre in V ienna, and they inform us 


of any comments or remarks that 
they have concerning the produc- 
tion and its contents,” said 
UEFA. 

“To date we have had no such 
remarks regarding censorship of 
coverage and on the contrary, 
thanks to the partnership with 
UEFA, they have all benefited 
from access to the very heart of 
the action. Broadcasters have 
permanent access to a vast choice 
of images which cover a large 
number of angles of any particu- 
lar moment, thanks to the ‘feed 
concept’ delivering up to ten 
feeds and also allowing access to 
images from the large number of 
cameras in place.” 

UEFA continued: “Inthe Aus- 
tria-Croatia match, the director 
made the choice to continue 
showing the action on the pitch 
rather than interrupt it with any 
other images. This decision was 
also the one of all broadcasters 
who were present, and all the 
broadcasters who had access to 
the feeds. At this particular 
match there were 28 unilateral 
cameras, in addition to the 30 host 
broadcaster cameras, all capable 
of showing any incident. In addi- 
tion some 70 TV commentators 
were also free to make any refer- 
ence to events off the pitch. And 
finally there is an electronic li- 
brary called LIVEX, allowing

permanent access to all the im- 
ages from UEFA EURO 2008 
feeds, so all broadcasters can re- 
search images from any match via 
this database on line. 

No editorial policy dictated 
“In other words,” the UEFA 
statement concluded, “UEFA 


does not dictate to any broad- 
caster an editorial policy, but on 
the contrary, allows broadcast 
partners all the means possible to 
access a high level of production 
that allows each broadcaster to 
adapt its transmission according 
to its own needs.” 


FC Porto re-admitted 
into Champions League 


UEFA confirmed this week 
that FC Porto will be admitted 
to the 2008/09 UEFA Champi- 
ons League. 

On Monday, European foot- 
ball’ s governing body issued 
the following statement: “As 
communicated on Friday 13 
June, the disciplinary case re- 
garding FC Porto and their en- 
try to the 2008/09 UEFA 
Champions League season has 
been referred back to the UEFA 
Control and Disciplinary 
Body. However, following the 
written grounds as sent by the 
UEFA Appeals Body, it can 
now be confirmed that FC 
Porto will be admitted to the 
UEFA Champions League in 
season 2008/09. This is essen- 
tially due to the proceedings in 
Portugal not having been finally 
concluded.” 

Having listened to repre- 
sentatives of Porto, the Portu- 
guese Football Federation, SL 
Benfica and Vitoria SC, as well 
as UEFA, the Appeals Body 
decided to annul the challenged 
decision. 

The initial decision to sus- 
pend FC Porto was taken by the 
UEFA Control and Discipli- 
nary Body at the beginning of 
the month after studying a mat- 
ter involving alleged bribery of 


referees in Portuguese domes- 
tic matches in the 2003/04 sea- 
son. 

Portuguese champions FC 
Porto had won the league cham- 
pionship this past season by a 
20-point margin. 

UEFA’s decision, if it had 
stood, would have seen Benfica 
promoted to Champions 
League status at the northern 
club’s expense. 

The UEFA ruling came after 
The Dragons were last month 
deducted a total of six points 
and fined €150,000 by the dis- 
ciplinary committee of the Pro- 
fessional Portuguese Football 
League (LPFP). 

In the LPFP ruling, FC Porto 
were fined for their part in fix- 
ing two matches; their 2-0 win 
against Estrela Amadora and a 
goalless draw against Beira 
Mar. 

Fellow Oporto club Boavista 
were demoted to the Second Di- 
vision for their part in the so- 
called ‘Final Whistle’ match- 
fixing scandal. 

Had the suspension stood, 
this would have been the first 
occasion since the 1974, April 
25th revolution that FC Porto 
would not have participated in 
a European football competi- 
tion. 



Portuguese international and Manchester 
United FC forward Cristiano Ronaldo has 
won the ESM Golden Shoe after scoring 31 
goals in the 2007/08 Premier League 
season, UEFA revealed on Wednesday in 
a statement posted on its website. 


The 23-year-old finished the 
domestic campaign eight points 
clear of his closest rival in the race 
to be Europe’ s leading goalscorer. 

Daniel Giiiza of RCD 
Mallorca came second with 27 
Primera Division goals, while 
Klaas-Jan Huntelaar’s 33 
Eredivisie strikes, at 1 .5 points a 
goal, earned the AFC Ajax for- 
ward third place in the ranking. 
The date of the presentation cer- 
emony will be announced at a 
later date.
